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BREAD, BUTTER AND BOOKS

The self-service, library book deposit 
collection in a supermarket grocery store 
is not new. At least ten years ago it was 
successfully used by Stewart W. Smith in 
Lincoln, Nebraska, and it is also found in 
Nashville, Tennessee, and in St. Louis 
County, Missouri. The plans for such a 
service in Evansville were begun by O. H. 
Joerg, while he was Assistant Chief Libra- 
rian here. Mr. Joerg left to go to Youngs- 
town, Ohio, in September, 1957. 


The Booketeria of the Evansville Pub- 
lic Library has proved to be one of the 
most successful and rewarding projects 
undertaken receritly by the Library. Each 
day brings a comment from some user on 
what a fine service it is, and as the circu- 
lation continues to increase we realize this 
service is being used. 


Hub of Activity 


We were extremely fortunate in secur- 
ing a location in Evansville’s largest shop- 
ping center which is in the heart of the 
most rapidly growing section of the city. 
We are located in one of the largest and 
most modern supermarkets—Wesselman’s 
in Lawndale, Inc. As you enter the store 
you first see and pass the Bakery Depart- 
ment and then the Library has the next 
fifteen feet of wall space. We have shelf 
room for almost 1000 books, plus a large 
book return box. The lighted plastic can- 
opy, over the top of the shelves is an 
added bit of advertising, for one can not 
fail to see the large letters spelling “BOOK- 
ETERIA” and the smaller words reading 
“Evansville Public Library.” The Library 


paid for the shelving, signs, and book re- 
turn box. For the strategic spot in the 
store we pay no rent, due to the civic- 
mindedness of Sen. A. W. Wesselman. We 
are sincerely grateful for his generosity. 


Books Selected 


We began building our basic collection 
early in the summer anticipating an Octo- 
ber opening. The 1400 books we accumu- 
lated were made up mainly of older titles 
from our Adult and Juvenile Book Pools, 
and some recent gifts—all in plasti-kleer 
jackets. “Lawndale” was given first choice 
of all gift books. In late September we be- 
gan ordering new books. Since that time 
we have been adding about 25 new adult 
books each month and we have had to in- 
crease the number of older titles, so that 
at the end of January we had 1782 adult 
books in the collection. We have not added 
to the 677 juvenile books. 


The adult books are on the upper shelves 
and the children’s books are on the bottom 
two shelves. Neither collection is arranged 
in any particular order, thus making 
browsing easier. We have found from ex- 
perience that people enjoy helping them- 
selves. The first few days of opening we 
had a staff member there all day to ex- 
plain the service and to help in any way. 
The people seemed shy and reluctant to 
stop, browse, or take anything out. But 
from observing outside the store and from 
the comments of the clerks, we learned 
that people enjoyed investigating and se- 
lecting on their own. 
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Scene of Supermarket Self-Service 


Since a booketeria is a self-service li- 
brary, it operates completely on the honor 
system. At “Lawndale” when the reader 
has made his selection, he writes his name 
and address on each book card and drops 
the cards in a box marked “Cards.” All 
books circulate for four weeks. For the 
convenience of the reader we have a “date 
due” slip in the book where he can write 
any date that will help him remember 
when the book should be returned. 


About four times a week these book 
cards, along with the books that have been 
returned, are picked up and brought in to 
the Central Library. There they are 
stamped with the current date, but all the 
cards for 2 weeks are filed together. With 
a twice-a-month due date there are only 
two dates each month, and slipping is 
speeded up. 


When the books are returned by the 


reader, they are simply dropped in the 
slot of the return box in the center of the 
Booketeria. It has been suggested that all 
cards be kept at the Booketeria and the 
books be slipped there. We feel the books 
can be slipped more rapidly and with less 
chance of error if it is done at the Library. 
They are slipped at night and go back 
each time a trip is made to “Lawndale.” 
They are also checked for mending. Over- 
due notices are also written, but there are 
no overdue fines. 


The opening date of the supermarket 
turned out to be the first week in Decem- 
ber. One fifteen-minute radio broadcast 
was devoted to the Booketeria, and a flyer 
was prepared for distribution at Lawndale. 
That first week 136 persons took out 272 
books. Of those 136 persons, 80 were not 
registered borrowers. We wrote each of 
them a letter explaining our other services 
and enclosed an identification card. As the

the government of the territory. However it 

was 1790 before the Secretary of the Terri- 
tory arrived in Vincennes to establish the 
civil authority of the United States. Lt. 

Colonel Josiah Harmar was ordered to Vin- 

cennes in 1787 by Congress to dispossess the 

men who had taken command there illegally. 

He established a garrison there under the 

command of Major John Francis Ham- 

tramck. The publication consists of letters 
and documents from the Harmar papers, 

William L. Clements Library, University of 

Michigan. They begin when Harmar is pre- 
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- paring to go to Vincennes, and consist 

mainly of the correspondence between Har- 

mar and Hamtramck. They show the diffi- 

~ culties encountered in the outposts along the 
Wabash, the difficulties of getting supplies 
and of communication and the weakness of 
the new federal government.

circulation increased we could not con- 
tinue this project. For the month of De- 
cember our circulation was 856. It almost 
doubled in January with 1626. Fifty-five 
percent of the books circulating are adult. 
Of the almost 2500 transactions, we have 
had only 6 cards that were not filled out 
correctly and not one card signed by “Rock 
Hudson” or “Marilyn Monroe.” It is a 
little early to study overdues, but of the 
first 11 reminders that were sent out, 6 re- 
turned their books within 2 days after the 
notice had been received. The people ap- 
parently appreciate and respect the confi- 
dence we have placed in them. 


While the Booketeria is only a book dis- 
tribution point and not a service point, it 
is also another means of advertising the 
Library. It is a collection of books that is 
in one spot from 8:30 a.m. to 9 p.m. six 
days a week. Every time a person has to 
get a loaf of bread or a stick of butter he

It is worth reflecting, 
however, that the burning of books is not 
the only way the citizens of a country like 
ours can lose the value of the books their 
country has accumulated. They can simply 
leave them untouched and unread on the 
library shelves for a generation or two. 


“The libraries of America house a mag- 
nificent collection of knowledge for all 
Americans. The value of this collection 
depends not on the number of volumes 
accumulated but the use to which they are 
put. It is well, therefore, that now and 
then we remind ourselves, as we do in 
National Library Week, of the reading 
opportunities which our libraries provide 
for us and resolve to enlarge our use of 
those opportunities. There has never been 
a time in our history when libraries could 
serve the public interest as much as they 
can at the present moment.”
